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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 8/24/05 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 6,777,700 has been 
reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 34-53 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As the claimed 
invention was read in light of the specification, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render 
obvious an irradiation system for and a method of adjusting an irradiation apparatus including a 
scattering device for increasing the size of said charged particle beam and a Bragg peak 
spreading device through which said charged particle beam passes, and moving at least one of 
said scattering device and said Bragg peak spreading device in a propagation direction of said 
charged particle beam . 

The closest prior art, Hiramoto et al. (5,969,367), teach a particle beam irradiation 
apparatus including a scattering device for increasing the size of said charged particle beam and 
a Bragg peak spreading device through which said charged particle beam passes, and wherein at 
least one of said scattering device and said Bragg peak spreading device is installed in said 
irradiation apparatus. However, there is no teaching in the prior art about the ability to move at 
least one of these devices in a propagation direction of said charged particle beam.
